Conceiti as 
infection rates 
spike in 2015

Alberta Health has seea the rate 
of STIs “dramatically" increase in 
the bst ]r^jr, reaching oulbreak 
levels for gonorrhea and syphilis. 

Though chlamydia is by far 
the most widespread, gonorrhea 
has gained the most ground, 
as the rate of that infection for 
women and men jumped by 
93 per cent and 66 per cent, 
respectively. 

There were more than 3,400 
cases of gonorrhea in 2015^ an 
80 per cent increEise from 2014. 
In 2016, there have been 1,100 
cases to date. 

There were 350 cases of sypbr 
ilis in 2015, about double what 
the province saw in 2014, sur¬ 
passing historic highs iu 2009. 

Alberta Health's Chief Med¬ 
ical (Officer Dt. Karen Grimsrud 
said new social media sites have 
contributed to the spike in rates, 
allowing people to has'e anonyinr 


ous sex with others who don't 
disclose their sexual health. 

“When people don't kncrw 
their sexuiil partners' identities, 
it makes it difFictilt to contact 
partners for foilow-up testing 
and treatment,'’ she said. 

But Debbie Bruckner, senior 
director of access and support 
with student wellness at the Llni- 
sneisity of Calgaiy, said university 
data paints a ditierent picture. 

“I don't think you can make 
that assumption [of young 
people not being careful),'' said 
Bruckner. 

She said gonorrhea, and 
HiV rates have declined to 0 per 
cent, 0.9 per cent and 0.2 per 
cent of the student body, re¬ 
spectively, according to a 2016 
surve^^ that polled more than 
1,000 students. But chkunydia 
increased to 1.5 per cent of the 
student population. 

Eighty percent of University 
of Calgary students had no or 
one sexual partner, she said. 

On Wednesday, Alberta Health 
Services is releasing STl rates for 
people aged 20 to 24. 

Dr. Cerry Eredy, senior med¬ 
ical director of papulation and 
public health with AHS, said the 
spike shows no signs of levelling 
off.

"When we got the template 
for the new Icontract] we sent 
it ooit to our contract advisory 
committee ... and there were 
very few clauses that didn't have 
bright red annotations under¬ 
neath them * 


Alberta started creating new 
contracts for service providers 
with the persons with develop¬ 
mental disabilities [tir PDD) pro¬ 
gram to simplify the system. 

Gut Post said a lack of public 
consultatioir just created prob¬ 
lems. 

Contracts are very, very com¬ 
plex. lh.ey oov'er birth to death 
services, and it's a very tough 
thing to get right in a light time¬ 
line,*' he said. 

Aaron hianton, a spokesman 
for Human Services Minister 
Irfan Sabir, siiid in a provided 
statement that existing contracts 
will remain in effect until new 
ones can be created in consul¬ 
tation with service providers. 

“j\fter listening to feedback 
from the ACDS iind other stake¬ 
holders in the PDD sector, we 
hav'e agreed to work with the 
sector to develop a contract 
template that meets the needs 
of both government and ser¬ 
vice providers while ensuring 
the needs of persons with de¬ 
velopmental disabilities are ef- 
fectiv'ely met^ he said in the 
statement.

Council goes ahead with liquor changes

If you live outside the core 
you may soon have more 
options to buy booze after 
city councillors moved ahead 
with plans to change restric¬ 
tions on where new liquor 
stores can locale. 

Bylaw changes that would 
ease the current 500-metre 


minimum separation distance 
between liquor stores in out¬ 
lying parts of the city will 
now go to a public hearing, 
likely this summer. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
rules are working just fine 
in the core of the city, but 
newer neighbourhoods are 
built different and the rules 
effectively mean only one 
store can service a neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

“We still need to have re¬ 


strictions In place, those re¬ 
strictions need to work dif¬ 
ferently in the shape and 
context of our new neigh¬ 
bourhoods," he saEd. 

But Ivonne Martinez, 
president of the Alberta Li¬ 
quor Store .Association, plead¬ 
ed with council not to make 
the changes. 

“Industry' is not asking for 
this and residents and are 
not asking for this," she said. 

But some industry mem¬ 


bers are indeed asking for 
the change. 

Sean Smyth a lawyer repre¬ 
senting Costco, said his com¬ 
pany finds the rules onerous 
and it prevents them from 
opening liquor stores with 
their main stores in many 
cases. 

He said the bylaw allows 
existing stores to keep com¬ 
petition away. 

“This is unfair to potential 
new entrants."

The prime minister took 
the hard line Tuesday as he 
wrapped up a three-day cab¬ 
inet retreat that was over¬ 
shadowed by the death of 
Canadian John Ridsdeh w^ho 
was beheaded Monday by Abu 
Sayyaf militants in the Philip¬ 
pines after seven months of 
capthdty. 

Amid specuiation about 
whether the government 
might pay ransom to release 
two others still being held 
captive — Canadian citizen 
Robert Hall and Norwegian 
Kjartan Sekkingstad, whom a 
government official confirmed 


is a permanent resident ofCm- 
ada —Trudeau said he wanted 
"to make one thing perfectly, 
cry^slal clear." 

"Canada does not and will 
not pay ransom to terrorists, 
directly or indirectly,** he said. 


He said it would encour¬ 
age terrorists to kidnap more 
Canadians. 

Rids del, of Calgary, was 
one of four tourists — includ¬ 
ing Hall, Sekkingstad and a 
Filipino woman — who were 


kidnapped List Sept. 21 by Abu 
Sayyaf militants from a mar¬ 
ina on southern Samal Island. 

Some of Canada's allies, 
notably France and Italy, have 
been willing to pay ransom 
for release o-f their citizens.

Hillary Clinton hints at having equitable cabinet 


Justin Trudeau's gender-equal 
cabinet could soon be repli¬ 
cated in the United States, 
depending on the outcome of 
the cument American election. 

The poll-leading presiden¬ 
tial candkdiite, Hillarv Clinton, 
appeared to indicate her inten¬ 
tion to follow suit when asked 
about it in a televised event on 
the eve of Tuesday's 
five northeastern 
primaries. 


A moderator had asked 
about the Canadian cabinet; 
"jjustin Trudeau) promised 
when he look office that he 
would have a cabinet that was 
50 per cent women, and then 
he did it ...

Clinton suggested she 
would; “I am going to have a 
cabinet that looks like .Amer¬ 
ica, and 50 per cent of Amer¬ 
ica is women, right?" 

Canada's gender-balanced 
cabinet has gotten a fair

fuelled partly by how the 
prime minister responded 
to a question about it with a 
shoulder shrug and the sound 
bite: "Because it's 2015." 

But in reality, Canada didn't 
blaze that particular trail. 

Finland's cabinet is 52 per 
cent female; Cape Verde’s is 
53 per cent; Sweden's is 52 per 
cent; and France's is 50 per 
cent, according to last year's 
statis¬ 


tics from the [nter-Pariiament- 
ary Union. 

Even within Canada, the 
first gender-parity cabinet was 
created not by Trudeau — but 
by the former premier in Tiu- 
deau's home province of Que¬ 
bec, Jean Chare St. 

Clinton remains the U.S. 
presidential front-i'unner, de¬ 
spite a tougher-thiin-expected 
primary challenge. 

She retains a significant 
lead over her more progres¬ 
sive challenger. 
Sen. 


Bernie Sanders, and is ex¬ 
pected to add to it Tuesday in 
primaries in Mary'land, Rhode 
Island, Pennsylvania, Connecti¬ 
cut and Delaware. 

She hits also consistently led 
general-election polls against 
the two Republican front-run¬ 
ners — Donald Iriimp and Sen. 
Ted Cruz — although she has 
performed far more poorly 
against less-successful Repub¬ 
lican candidates like Ohio Gov.

Sanders spent Tuesday cam¬ 
paigning in West Virginia, where 
he drew several thousand people 
to a Ihrely evening rally.

Still, there were some signs 
that Sander^i' ciirnpaign was comr 
ing to grips Vbith his difficult 
position.

When Jeremy Campbell 
bought a house in Ladner, 
H.C.^ with his sislec and her 
husband in 2010, it was meant 
to be a temporary arrange¬ 
ment until he could upgrade 
to a place of his own. 

“The initial plan was to do 
th is short term just to get 
into the market,” says Camp- 
belk who covered one third of 
the down payment on a 2,000 
square-foot home that's split 
into two suites. But with home 
prices in the Lower Mainland's 
hot real estate market soaring, 
Campbell says they're think¬ 
ing of staying put. 

“We'll invest in the house 
to expand it versus selling and 
going our separate ways,** says 
Ciimpbell, noting that a tenth 
vat ion is needed to accom¬ 
modate the growing family, 
which now includes his fi¬ 
ancee, their new dog and his 


three-year-old niece. 

Experts say an incre^ising 
number of first-time home- 
buyers are contemplating ar¬ 
rangements like Campbell's 
as sky-high prices in markets 
such as Toronto and Vancou¬ 
ver have eroded affordability. 

A recent RBC poll found 
roughly one in four ntiJlen- 
nials would consider purclias- 
ing a home with a friend — up 
from only 11.7 per cent the 
previous year. 

The number of young buy¬ 
ers who would consider go¬ 
ing in on the purchase with 
a family member was 24 per 
cent, up from 14.7 percent in 
2015, the survey said. 

Premiums for mortgage de- 
fault insurance have risen, 
presenting an additional ob¬ 
stacle for first-time buyers, 
Nielsen adds. 

The online survey of 2,000 
Canadians was conducted by 
Ipsos on EBC's behalf between 
Jan. 2S and Feb. 4. 

While many co-purchases 
involve both parlies living 
together in the home, that 
isn't always the case. When 
Richard Wiebe bought a 
$340,000 two-storey house 


in Toronto's east end with a 
dose friend in 2012, they each 
paid half of the dawn payment 
and agreed to split the cost of 
all of expenses and any capital 
gains when they sell. 


But only Wiebe lives in 
the home, for his friend, the 
transaction is purely an in¬ 
vestment. 

“It' s an awesome way to get 
into the market sooner with¬ 


out having to find "The One.'*' 
Experts caution that such 
arrangements come with 
risks. 

“When you purchase an 
asset together, it's basically 


like starting a business togeth¬ 
er," says Chiintel Chapman, 
financial fitness coach at 
online lender Mogo Finance 
Technology.

ON PLAGIARISM 

Wente's putative wrongdoing is not on 
the scaie of Jonah Lehrer's or Benny 
Johnson's, but the aiiegations are serious 
and numerous. So why the Giobe's kid 
gloves? Perhaps it's because Wente is, 
well, Wente. 



Exhaustive the Globe's 
response is not. 

After columnist Marcia ret 
Wente was again accused 
of plagiarism this weekn 
the Globe and Mail issued 
a co^^et:tion^ an apology^ 
and a promise it won't be 
repeated. 

All three appeared in a 
story, which Walrus editor 
Jonathan Kay noted reads 
more like a press release, 
by lined by the public 
editor Sylvia Stead. A pub¬ 
lic editor is intended to be 
an arm's length arbiter of 
media ethics, which is why 
a corporate-response-esque 
piece strikes as odd. 

Odd, too, is the fact 
that while Stead's article 
quotes liberally from the 
Globe’s code of conduct 
on plagiarism (which is 
wide-ranging and vague 
about what ''may" consti¬ 
tute plagiarism) neither 
Stead, nor the single quote 
from editor-in-chief David 
Wa 1msley, actually uses the 
word. Instead, euphemisms 
abound: “‘similarities," 
“issue," “without acknow¬ 
ledging," “same phrase... 
repeated," “fell short of 
standards," “did not attrib¬ 
ute" and “mistakes." Nor 
did Wente’s name appear 
in the printed correction. 

As for what this, Wente’s 
.second plagiarism scan¬ 
dal in four years, require.'! 
in terms of action by the 
Cilohe, we have this prom¬ 
ise from Walmsiey: "The 
Opinion team will he wmrIc¬ 
ing with Peggy to ensure 
this cannot happen again." 

It's good business 
to appear to be 
ethically beyond 
reproach, but it's 
bad business to 
lose your golden 
calves 


That would be again, again. 

Let’s assume we won’t be 
getting a second cotnmn- 
of-defence from Wente, 
since what’s the I'roint in 
repeating herself "I’m far 
from perfect. 1 make mis¬ 
takes. But I’m not a serial 
plagiarist," she wrote in 
2013. 


Rut for the Globe, there 
are other options than 
"working with" a writer. 
And if the paper-most- 
hopi ng-tO'be- 1 he-Ne w-York- 
Times wants to be taken 
seriously on this, it should 
pick one. 

On the harsh end: The 
Vancouver Province fired 
a sports columnist in 2C1DS 
after he lifted a phrase 
about Guys and Doll?i from 
Sports Itliisfrated maga- 
7ine. Despite the writer’s 
repeated apologies (akin to 
"Ms. Wente said she deeply 
regrets these mistakes"), 
the Province did not budge. 

The Times has responded 
to allegations of plagiar¬ 
ism by its svriters with 
investigations, to varying 
outcomes (resignations, 
months-later buyouts). 


Among the most exhaust¬ 
ive reactions to plagiarism 
was Wired magazine’s hir¬ 
ing of an outside journal¬ 
ist to chart wrongs in the 
work of science writer Jo¬ 
nah Lehrer: and Rujtzfeed's 
review of more than 500 
posts by Benny Johnson. 

Wente’s putative wrong¬ 


doing is not on the scale of 
Lehrer’s or Johnson’s, but 
the allegations are serious 
and numerous (Canadaland 
counted six in recent col¬ 
umns). So w^hy the lobe’s 
kid gloves? Perhaps it's 
because Wente is, well, 
Wente, She’s among the 
conn try's most read — and 
most hate-read — wrjters- 
And in the age of media 
fracturing, a name that 
draws readers and spurs 
debate is only rising in 
value, 

So perhaps the C:lobe’s 
response is tailor-made 
for a seemingly priceless 
pundit. Standing behind 
Wente does ajspear to be 
worth more, tmandally 
speaking, than offering the 
public the appearance of a 
thorough going-over of the 


allegations. At any rate, it’s 
hard to imagine a lowly 
intern who clipped whole 
sentences from other writ¬ 
ers getting the same loyal 
treatment. 

And; Would other leg¬ 
acy media brands act any 
differently to accusations 
against their crown jew¬ 
els? rm not claiming they 
svould; I’m genuinely won¬ 
dering. Because while it’s 
good business to appear 
to be ethically beyond re¬ 
proach, it’s bad business to 
lose your golden calves. 

Possible double-stan¬ 
dards are elsewhere in this 
fiasco, loo. We know about 
the allegations because 
the media critic Cai'ol 
Wainio has been combing 
through Wente's work for 
years, posting her find¬ 
ings intermittently on her 
blog. Media Culpa. You 
have to wonder how many 
other infractions by other 
writers we're unaware of 
thanks to the lack of a 
dedicated sleuth. 

It's also clear by the glee 
on TVitter that many — 
and many in the media — 
love nothing more than a 
good, juicy Wente contro¬ 
versy. She got one thing 
absolutely right when she 
said in 2012 "what I often 
am is a target for people 
who don't like what I 
write." 

I’ve often wondered if 
they also don't like that 
she’s a woman, since right- 
wing male voices don’t 
typically elicit the same 
vitriol. A hate-on for Pegg>' 
feels like the admission 
price to progressive Can¬ 
ada, and progressive Can¬ 
adian media. Would the 
scandal be quite so ... titil¬ 
lating ... if it had another 
villain? 

Perhaps, perhaps not. 

But I see no holier-than- 
thous ill Wente's second 
brush with scandal.

’Ihe prime minister sound¬ 
ed legitimately ajigrj^ o^rer the 
horrible death of Canadian 
John Ridsdel at the hands of 
terrorists, and resolute in his 
statement that this country 
will not pay terrorist ransoms 
— directly or indirectly. 

Trudeau did not bow to 
the kneejerk reaction that 
some of his opponents urge , 
he did not send in the JT1^2 or 
pledge to carpet-bomb terror¬ 
ist strongholds, but some¬ 
times a country needs a leader 
to channel anger and surely 
there was anger — along svith 
sympathy for Ridsdel’s family 
tmd friends — os^er the brutal 
and senseless kOlirig of an in¬ 
nocent Canadian. 

Trudeau called it what it 
was, “cold-blooded murder," 
a substantive change in tone 
from a man who, since becom¬ 
ing libera! leader has often 
appeared to be oveeshooring 
in his quest to provide per¬ 
spective and undershooting on 
the ques tion of outrage. 

The no-ransom policy^ is 
noble and correct. j\nd risky 
This is. in fact, a major testing 
of fi prime minister barely six 
months into his job. Tbe fete 
of a second Ganadian being 
held, 50’yeaoold Robert Hall, 
hang.s in tbe balance. 

Tmdeau has downiplayed 
the fear .spread by terror at¬ 
tacks, but since becoming 
Liberal leader in 2013, he has 


taken on the role of ama¬ 
teur ps^Thologisf, appeared 
shaken, and seemed devoid of 
genuine outrage. 

In hts first substantive intei^ 
view after winning the Liberal 
leadership three years ago, 
bombs had just MUed three 
and maimed more than 2CM1 
at the finish line of the Boston 
Marathon, and Triideau .six>ke 
of '"root causex" of temor with 
the CJBCrs Peter Mansbridge, 
leading Stephen 1 larper to ao 
aise him of "rationalizing" ter¬ 
ror attacks. 

Ill many ways, Tmdeau’s de- 
fenlt poririon was to rise abov'e 
the Iray, a mien much like 
that of bis new'fbnnd friend, 
Baiar'k Qhama, svho, as New 
York Time.s Maureen Dowd 
wrote after the recent Rnissets 
attacks, remains "too cool for 
school," 

Blit there has since been an 
unmistakable change. 

last November, the new 
prime minister seemed shaken 
by the attacks in Paris. 

"These terrorist attacks are 
deeply wonynng and obviously 
iinsetTling to people around 
the world,” he said, without 
siTeriftcal iy condemning them. 

A few^ months later, fiotlow- 
ing the Brussels attacks, he 
found his outrage. 

"This cannot and will not be 
toloi'nted. C ianada sUongly con- 
demns these cowanlly acts." 

Tmdeau is no longer above 
the fray and he has been 
forced to react with resotvie he 
lacked in 2013. Bur the fate of 
Hall largely re..st.s with him and 
there can be no tougher test 
of a prime minister's resolve 
than that.

Ripa was reportedly upset 
that jie learned only a few min¬ 
utes before the public last Tues¬ 
day that Strahiin, her co-host 
since 2012, was lea\.^ng in Sep¬ 
tember fora full-time job with 
ABC's “Good Morning .America."
